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Tower  Clock  Calls  to  Largest  Student  Body 
In  Its  Century  and  a  Quarter  of  Service 


RESPONDING  to  the  class  calls  of  the  more-than-a- 
century-old  hell  in  the  tower  of  Cutler  Hall  (hung  in 
1817)  are  the  ?,488  persons  who  constitute  the  1940-41 
student  body  at  Ohio  University. 

Despite  the  predictions  of  many  usually  well- 
informed  observers  that  college  enrollments,  generally, 
would  drop  this  fall,  several  schools  in  Ohio,  including 
Ohio  University,  have  shown  substantial  increases  in 
their  student  populations. 

Included  in  the  new  all-time  high  enrollment  on  the 
local  campus  are  1,270  students  who 
have  entered  the  institution  for  the  first 
time.  Of  the  entire  student  group,  2,068 
are  men  and  1,420  are  women.  The 
foregoing  figures  do  not  include  the  22'i 
students  enrolled  in  the  Universit)''-- 
Portsmouth  and  Zanesville  divisions. 

No  explanation  of  the  general  pick 
up  is  wholly  satisfactory,  especially 
since  it  was  predicted  that  the  prospect 
of  early  conscription  faced  by  some  col 
lege-age  men  would  tend  to  deprc— 
rather  than  stimulate  university  attend 
ance.  Furthermore,  the  provision  that  ,i 
student,  under  certain  conditions,  though 
required  to  register  and  be  subject  to 
call  under  the  draft  law,  might  have  his 
induction  into  the  military  service  de- 
ferred until  the  end  of  the  present  school 
year,  was  not  written  into  the  Burke- 
Wadsworth  bill  until  after  most  schools 
had  opened.  Neither  had  it  yet  been 
announced  that  Ohio  University  would 
refund  the  registration  fee  of  students 
conscripted    during    the    school    year. 

Incidentally,  President  James  has  stated  that,  as  a 
part  of  the  University's  policy  of  cooperation  with  the 
nation's  defense  program,  any  member  of  the  faculty  who 
may  be  asked  to  engage  in  military  or  economic  research 
will  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  and  his  position  on  the 
faculty  reserved  for  one  year. 

Heading  the  list  of  appointments  to  the  administra- 
tive and  teaching  staffs  for  the  current  year  are  two  new 
deans,  Laurence  W.  Lange,  as  dean  of  men,  and  Dr. 
Einar  A.  Hansen,  as  dean  of  University  College. 

Dean  Lange,  who  holds  a  baccalaureate  degree  and  a 
master's  degree  from  New  York  University,  expects  soon 
to  complete  the  requirements  for  a  doctorate  from  the 
same  school.  He  was  director  of  student  personnel  and 
admissions  at  N.Y.U.  before  accepting  his  present  posi- 
tion, and  prior  to  that  was  associated  with  the  personnel 
department  of  the  New  York  Bell  Telephone  Co. 

The  new  dean,  although  only  3 1  years  of  age,  has  a 
background  of  experience  and  train-ng  which  admirably 
fits  him  for  his  position  as  counsellor  and  director  of  men's 
activities.  Quickly  winning  the  respect  of  his  university 
colleagues,  he  has  also  been  "accepted"  by  the  students 
of  the  campus  —  both  men  and  women  —  who  regard 
him  as  "a  swell  fellow,"  as  well  as  a  capable  administra-

tor.    Dean  Lange  is  married  and  is  the  father  of  two  sons, 
aged  four  and  two. 

Dr.  Hansen,  for  the  past  14  years  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  College  of  Education  and  for  the  past  nine 
years  principal  of  the  University  Elementary  School,  has 
been  elevated  to  a  newly-created  post  as  head  of  Ohio 
University's  basic  college.  University  College  has  here- 
tofore been  administered  jointly  by  the  dean  of  men  and 
the  dean  of  women.  Dean  Hansen  is  a  graduate  of  St. 
01,if"<  Cnllcuc  and  holds  advanced  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa  and  Chicago  University. 
He  vv'ill  continue  as  director  of  the  Sum- 
mer Session. 

Dr.  E.  Herndon  Hudson  comes  to 
the  campus  as  director  of  the  Health 
Service  and  professor  of  hygiene,  suc- 
ceeding Dr.  George  N.  Burger  who  re- 
-iTned  to  enter  private  practice  at  Cov- 
ington, Ky.  Dr.  Hudson,  who  was  born 
m  Osako,  Japan,  was  professor  of  med' 
icine  at  the  American  University  in  Bei- 
rtit,  Syria.  He  earned  his  M.D.  degree 
,it  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Tropical  Medi- 
c  ne  at  the  London  (England)  School  of 
Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine.  He 
spent  several  years  among  the  Bedouin 
tribes  near  the  Euphrates  River  in  Iraq. 
Dr.  Hudson  has  also  been  a  staff  member 
.It  Blackburn  College,  Carlinville,  111., 
and  at  The  Sanitarium,  Clifton  Springs, 
N.  Y. 

Dr.  Robert  C.  Hume,  New  York 
City,  has  been  named  physician  in  the 
Health  Service.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Yale,  and  holds  a  Master  of  Public  Health  degree  from 
Harvard,  and  an  M.D.  degree  from  Columbia.  He  has 
been  head  of  the  Hudson  Stuck  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Fort  Yukon,  Alaska,  and  assistant  commissioner  of  health 
of  Cattaraugus  County,  at  Olean,  N.  Y. 

To  help  replace  local  ROTC  staff  members  trans- 
ferred to  training  camps.  Major  James  B.  Golden,  U.  S. 
Army,  retired,  (see  reference  on  page  6),  Front  Royal, 
Va.,  was  called  to  active  duty  and  detailed  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, where  he  is  associate  professor  of  military  science 
and  tactics.

A  person  only  temporarily  associated  with  the  Ohio 
University  faculty  such  as,  for  instance,  a  replacement  for 
a  staff  member  on  leave,  is  given  the  title  of  visiting  lec- 
turer. This  is  true  regardless  of  the  rank  of  the  person 
in  whose  place  he  is  serving.  There  are  five  such  lec- 
turers at  the  present  time.

Faculty  Greets  Vou  From  Cover 

To  Hiram  Roy  Wilson,  '96,  pro- 
fessor of  English  and  oldest  member 
of  the  Ohio  University  faculty,  in 
point  of  service,  goes  the  honor  of 
greeting  readers  of  the  October 
Alumnus  from  the  cover  page. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  born  at  Hamden, 
September  12,  1874.  He  graduated 
from  Ohio  University  with  an  A.B. 
degree  in  1896,  and  with  an  A.M. 
degree  in  1897.  He  was  a  student  at 
Cornell  University  in  1901.  The 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Liter- 
ature was  conferred  upon  him  by 
Franklin  College    (Indiana)    in   1911. 

His  official  connection  with  his 
alma  mater  dates  back  to  1897,  when 
he  was  appointed  instructor  in  Eng- 
lish. By  1905,  he  had  advanced  to  a 
full  professorship,  a  rank  which  he 
has  retained  to  the  present.  He  was 
secretary  of  the  faculty,  1919-36, 
and  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  English  department, 
1939-40. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  national  president 
of  the  Ohio  University  Alumni  As- 
sociation for  two  years,  1927-29,  and 
gave  the  principal  address  at  the  ex- 
ercises dedicating  the  Alumni  Me- 
morial Auditonum. 

He  is  an  alumni  member  of  the 
local  Phi  Beta  Kappa  chapter,  and  is 
a  member  of  Phi  Mu  Alpha,  honor- 
ary music  fraternity,  and  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  social  fraternity.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Modern  Lan- 
guage Association  of  America,  is  the 
author  of  textbooks  in   English,   and 
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rERED  as  second  class  matter,  October  3,  1927, 
at  the  Postoffice  at  Athens,  Ohio,  under  the 
act    of    March    5,    1897.

President  James  Calls  For  Calm 

Judgments  In  Times  of  Emergency 

The  people  of  the  United  States 
through  their  elected  representatives 
in  Co.igress  have  declared  that  a  na- 
tional emergency  exists,  to  be  met  by 
an  unprecedented  program  of 
strengthening  national  defense.  At- 
tempts to  defeat  or  hinder  that  pro- 
g.'am  in  its  successful  execution  are 
made  punishable  by  law. 

It  IS  obvious  that  anyone  engaging 
in  such  attempts  is  unpatriotic  and 
un-American.  No  one  would  con- 
sider such  a  person  as  a  desirable 
citizen.  No  such  person  would  be 
tolerated  under  present  conditions  in 
any  American  institution,  especially 
not  in  an  educational  institution,  and 
least  of  all  in  an  institution  supported 
by  public  tunds  and  directed  by  pub- 
lic officials.   That  goes  without  saying. 

There  are,  moreover,  activities  that 
may  not  fall  strictly  within  the  terms 
of  law  defining  illegal  operations, 
which  arc  equally  objectionable. 
Among  these  is  membership  in  or 
support  of  groups  such  as  Commun- 
ists, Nazis,  or  Fascists,  whose  avowed 
program  is  hostile  to  democracy  as 
we  conceive  it.  We  do  not  want 
such  people  in  our  midst  and  will  not 
tolerate  them. 

Most  important  of  all,  however,  is 
that  our  educational  institutions 
should  be  composed  in  such  times  as 
these  of  persons  passionately  devoted 
to  democracy.  Mere  intellectual  as- 
sent is  not  enough.  There  must  be 
fervid  devotion  if  we  are  to  he  true 
Americans. 

All  this  does  not  mean  that  we 
must  abdicate  our  independence  of 
thought.  It  does  not  mean  that  our 
liberties  as  members  of  a  democracy 
to  hold  and  express  opinions  differing 
from  those  of  the  majority  are  sur- 
rendered.  It  does  mean  that  we  must 
be  especially  careful  to  form  judg- 
ments based  on  thought  and  to  ex- 
press them  with  good  sense  and  mod- 
eration. Our  failure  to  do  so  is  not 
only  harmful  to  the  welfare  of  our 
country,  but  may  lead  directly  to  the 
further  curtailment  of  those  very  lib- 
erties which  we  as  freemen  are  de- 
sirous of  preserving. 

The  patriotism  and  intelligence  of 
our  students  at  Ohio  University  have 
never  been  doubted  by  me.  The  ne- 
cessity for  calm  sound  sense  combined 
with  an  ardent  and  vocal  patriotism, 
will,  I  feel  sure,  be  equally  recog- 
nized and  met.

Mr.  Jones  is  presi- 
dent of  the  Chillicothe  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  president  of  the  Ross 
County  alumni  chapter.  Mrs.  Heller 
is  the  immediate  past  president  of  the 
Ohio  University  Women's  Club  of 
Youngstown,  which  is  the  Associa- 
tion's pioneer  alumnae  organization. 

AT  THE  JUNE  Luncheon,  the 
Alumni  Association  initiated  the 
practice  of  honoring,  annually,  ten 
alumni  who  have  achieved  distinc- 
tion in  various  fields  of  professional, 
scientific,  or  artistic  endeavor,  or  who 
have  demonstrated  a  loyal  and  active 
interest  in  their  alma  mater.

The  Alumni  Secretary  explained

The  selecting  committee 
regards  the  1940  honors  list  as  merely 
a  typical  one. 
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Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  Figures 
Show  Fifty  Per  Cent  Increase  Over  Last  Year 


COMPLETELY  equipped  as  far  as 
uniforms  and  personal  accoutre- 
ments are  concerned,  but,  like  their 
military  cousins  in  the  regular  ser- 
vices, less  adequately  provided  for  in 
the  matter  of  small  arms  and  field 
equipment,  are  the  601  members  of 
the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps 
at  Ohio  University  this  fall. 

Exceeding,  by  permission  of  the 
War  Department,  the  previously  es- 
tablished quota  of  400  enrollments, 
the  ROTC  unit  is  now  made  up  of 
363  men  in  the  first  year  basic  course, 
188  in  the  second  year  basic  course, 
and  "iO  in  the  advanced  course.  Com- 
missions as  second  lieutenants  in  the 
U.  S.  Army  Reserve  Corps  are  grant- 
ed cadets  who  complete  the  four  year 
course  and  successfully  pass  the  phy- 
sical examination.  Twenty  commis- 
sions were  granted  last  year. 

Military  training  is  on  a  voluntary 
basis  at  Ohio  University,  with  two 
years'  work  acceptable  as  a  substi- 
tute for  the  physical  education  re- 
quirement for  graduation. 

The  local  unit's  present  equipment, 
valued  at  approximately  $75,000,  in- 
cludes four  hundred  .30  caliber  rifles, 
twelve  .22  caliber  target  rifles,  two 
37  mm.  guns,  two  light  mortars,  four 
machine  guns,  and  three  trucks,  in  ad- 
dition to  uniforms,  office  and  miscel- 
laneous equipment.

McNeill,  the  ROTC  instructional 
staff  also  includes  Major  James  B. 
Golden,  '12x;  Second  Lieutenants 
Robert  A.  Garn,  "40,  and  Roger  J. 
Jones,  Jr.,  '40,  Staif  Sergeant  Charles 
H.  Fair,  and  Sergeant  Jack  B.  Samp- 
selle.  Garn  and  Jones,  recently  com- 
missioned in  the  army's  reserve  forc- 
es, were  called  to  active  duty  when 
Lieut.  Col.  Perry  L.  Baldwin  and 
Major  Clyde  H.  Plank  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  Ohio  University 
corps  to  staff  assignments  with  army 
field  training  units. 

Major  Golden,  called  from  retire- 
ment to  active  duty,  is  no  stranger 
to  Ohio  University.  He  was  born  and 
reared  in  Athens  —  the  son  of  the 
late  W.  B.  "Uncle  Billy"  Golden, 
former  cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Ath- 
ens —  and  spent  two  undergraduate 
years  on  the  campus.  As  an  engin- 
eering student  he  played  varsity  foot- 
ball, winning  his  letter  in  1909.  He 
served  overseas  with  the  Second  and 
Third  Divisions  and  was  last  sta- 
tioned m  Philadelphia. 

All  male  students  in  the  Univer- 
sity, except  advanced  ROTC  stu- 
dents, between  the  ages  of  21  and  35, 
will  be  required  to  register  on  Octo- 
ber 16  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions ofthe  selective  service  act.  Ca- 
dets in  the  senior  division  of  the  ad- 
vanced course  will  not  be  liable  for 
training  and  service  under  the  act 
because  they  will  be  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President  when  they  have 
been  commissioned. 

During  the  past  two  months  the 
Alumni  Office  has  cooperated  with 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps, 
by  providing,  upon  requests  from 
Washington,  select  lists  of  graduates 
to  whom  these  service  branches  have 
mailed  information  concerning  their 
training  programs  for  reserve  and  ac- 
tive duty  officers. 

Although  not  offered  as  a  part  of 
the  military  program  the  Civilian  Pi- 
lot Training  course,  made  available 
by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority, 
has  attracted  the  interest  of  a  consid- 
erable number  of  men  students  as 
well  as  several  women  students.  Be- 
cause of  enrollment  limitations  and 
the  stringent  physical  qualiiications, 
only  a  small  proportion  of  the  appli-

cants  have  been  approved  for  the 
course.  Beginning  this  fall  all  parti- 
cipants in  the  program  must  pledge 
themselves  to  enter  the  military  ser- 
vice if  qualified  and  requested  to  do 
so. 

The  C.  A.  A.  '  s  primary  flying 
course  was  completed  last  year  by 
5  8  students,  all  of  whom  received 
private  pilot's  licenses,  according  to 
Dr.  William  M.  Young,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Applied  Science  and  co- 
ordinator of  the  Civilian  Pilot  Train- 
ing program.  A  quota  of  30  students 
in  the  primary  course  has  been  as- 
signed for  the  current  year. 

In  addition,  Ohio  University  has 
recently  been  approved  for  the  offer- 
ing of  the  secondary  course  and  giv- 
en a  quota  of  ten  students  for  the 
fall  semester. 

The  secondary  course,  an  advanced 
program  for  a  select  group  of  persons 
who  have  completed  the  initial  course, 
will  include  25  hours  of  navigation, 
10  hours  of  meteorology,  35  hours 
of  aerodynamics  and  aircraft  con- 
struction, 60  hours  of  aeronautical  en- 
gines, 10  hours  of  aircraft  radio,  10 
hours  of  instruments,  and  advanced 
flying. 

The  flight  course  will  review  the 
primary  work  and  take  up  more  ad- 
vanced flying  maneuvers.

•■  A  G"  STUDENTS  now  have  two 
-^  ^ncw  "hiboratories"  for  work 
and  experimentation.  By  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  L.  W.  Connett  Com- 
pany the  students  use  a  local  com- 
mercial greenhouse  for  the  course  in 
floriculture.  The  horticulturists  now 
spend  a  part  of  their  tmie  in  prac- 
tical work  in  a  large  Ohio  River  or- 
chard near  Mason  City,  W.Va. 

THREE  HUNDRED  ninety- 
five  students  —  228  men 
and  167  women  —  approxi- 
mately eleven  per  cent  of  the 
current  enrollment,  are  working 
on  N.  Y.  A.  projects  on  which 
they  will  earn  during  the  year 
a  total  of  $39,960.  In  addition 
to  being  American  citizens,  all 
students  receiving  Federal  aid 
are  required  to  take  an  oath  of 
allegiance  to  defend  the  consti- 
tution and  the  country. 

HIGH  ABOVE  the  campus, 
on  the  roof  of  Ellis  Hall, 
is  the  Ohio  University  weather 
station  with  its  full  complement 
of  modern  instruments  and  gad- 
gets for  recording  and  foretelling 
weather  condillions.  The  student  fore- 
casters, under  the  direction  of  Dr.  C. 
L.  Dow,  have  been  90%  right  in 
their  predictions,  which  are  made 
only  one  day  in  advance. 

ON  JULY  9  Grover  W.  Fleming, 
publisher  of  the  American  Exam- 
iner, formerly  the  Ohio  Examiner, 
weekly  "scandal  sheet,"  was  released 
from  the  Ohio  State  Penitentiary  af- 
ter serving  a  five-year  sentence  im- 
posed upon  him  in  the  Athens  Coun- 
ty Court  of  Common  Pleas.  His  trial 
in  Athens  was  the  result  of  attacks 
made  upon  Ohio  University  follow- 
ing the  tarring  and  feathering  of  one 
of  his  agents  in  the  local  district. 
Fleming  is  again  publishing  his  filthy 
sheet. 

AS  A  MEANS  of  readier  identi- 
fication of  student  holders  of 
tickets  for  athletic  contests  all  under- 
graduates were  photographed  during 
the  registration  process  this  year  and 
their  pictures  mounted  on  their  pass 
cards.  The  card,  bearing  the  student 
likeness,  is  also  being  used  in  the  li-

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Bobcat  Grid  Squad  Will  Meet 


THE  STALWART  young  men  pictured  below  are,  as 
you  have  surmised.  Coach  Don  Peden's  1940  grid- 
iron warriors.  They  comprise  the  largest  squad  —  fifty 
men  (four  are  not  in  the  picture)  —  ever  called  hack  for 
pre-season  practice  sessions. 

Only  two  members  of  the  squad  live  out  of  the  state, 
and  three  of  the  players  are  brothers  of  former  football 
lettermen  —  Ira  Livingston  (Lowell  Livingston,  '32), 
Bob  Janiak  (Leonard  Janiak,  40),  and  Henry  Ivary 
(Matthew  Ivary,  '39).  Charles  Goettge  is  a  nephew  of 
Captain  Frank  Goettge,  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  and  an 
aide  to  former  President  Herbert  Hoover,  who  played 
football  at  Ohio  University,  leaving  in  1917  for  a  train- 
ing camp  and  subsequent  overseas  service. 

The  Bobcats  have  two  games  behind  them  at  the 
present  time,  with  the  season  yet  in  its  early  stages.  A 
strong  Youngstown  College  team,  coached  by  Dwight 
Beede,  husband  of  Irma  Johnson  Beede,  '27,  2-yr.,  was 
met  and  defeated,  13  to  0,  in  the  lid-opener,  Sept.  28. 
Butler  University,  Indianapolis,  lived  up  to  advance  in- 


formation, giving  the  Pedenmen  a  full  afternoon  of  battle 
which  ended  in  a  7-7  draw.  Six  Bobcat  fumbles  nullified 
the  decided  advantage  they  had  in  the  game's  statistics 
and  undoubtedly  kept  the  contest  out  of  the  "won"  col- 
umn. 

A  new  offense  and  a  preponderance  of  sophomores 
largely  explain  the  relatively  slow  start  in  the  opening 
games.  "There's  gold  in  them  thar  hills,"  however,  and 
Don  Peden  has  never  yet  failed  to  develop  latent  talent  in 
his  men.  Two  more  weeks  and  the  Bobcat  huskies  are 
expected  to  show  much  more  of  the  polish  and  split- 
second  precision  so  characteristic  of  Peden-coached  teams. 

Incidentally,  in  16  years  under  Peden's  tutelage  the 
Bobcats  have  won  97,  lost  32,  and  tied  8  games.  They 
have  never  experienced  a  losing  season.

President  James  warned  that 
Ohio  University  alumni,  and  the 
alumni  of  other  state  educational  in- 
stitutions throughout  the  nation,  must 
realize  that  enormous  pressure  groups 
now  operating  in  the  interests  of  old 
age  pensions,  unemployment  insur- 
ance, and  various  other  types  of 
social  security  legislation,  are  a 
real  menace  to  adequate  educa- 
tional programs. 

President  James  stated  that 
the  social  value  of  these  various 
proposed  extra  burdens  on  state 
and  national  governments  is  not 
being  questioned,  but  that,  on 
the  other  hand,  modern  society 
cannot  afford  to  let  education 
suffer  from  reduced  support  be- 
cause of  these  new  demands.
